
PREFACE. 


fpHE munificence of His Highness the Maharaja Gaekwad has 
established in Baroda a Picture Gallery, \Yhich has recently 
been enriched by a very valuable collection of pictures representa- 
tive of European A.rt, in the formation of which Mr. M. H. 
Spielmann, F. S. A., the well-known connoisseur and critic, has 
taken a leading part. 

Side by side with the Gallery, attached to it and under the 
same direction, is a Museum, which has now been re-arrang- 
ed by expert hands, and which promises to be a source of 
information and of pleasure increasingly worthy of the generous 
idealism to which it owes its origin and its continued existence. 
The Museum has long possessed a collection of books on Art and 
kindred subjects, which (as it was unfortunately permitted to remain 
unseen and un-catalogued) had failed to fulfil any useful purpose. 
The arrival of the pictures from England, and the revival of 
interest in matters artistic thus heralded, brought into prominence 
the desirability of forming these books into an Art Library, and 
the preparation of an adequate catalogue. 

The Department of Education was fortunatelj^ enabled to enlist 
the enthusiastic co-operation in this matter of Mr. Newton Dutt, 
the State Librarian, who has very willingly prepared the 
present catalogue. Much remains to be done to make the Art 
Library complete and representative, but it has been thought that 
(such as it is) it should be catalogued, in order that the volumes 
it contains should be made readily accessible to lovers and students 
of Art. I have to thank Mr Dutt for the zeal and enthusiasm he 
has shown, and I have to congratulate him on the success he 
has achieved.
